The Heritage Auctions team is proud to partner with Chris Victor-McCawley’s Early Cents 
Auctions to present the Collection of Walter J. Husak and The Liberty Cap Foundation. This is 
the second early large cent collection that Mr. Husak formed following our Heritage Auctions 
event in February 2008 offering his first collection that was nearly complete by Sheldon numbers 
with many finest known examples and most others in the top five of their variety. Always 

a collector, Mr. Husak was well on his way to completion of a second Sheldon-numbered 
collection at the time of his death in December 2022. 


Husak told his friends that his second collection would focus on attractive middle-grade coins 
but less than a year later he began purchasing high-grade examples, explaining “I just can’t help 
myself.” Heritage Auctions and Early Cents Auctions are pleased to offer this second collection 
that presents 218 lots, including a small number of Sheldon’s “NC” varieties. 


Walter Joseph Husak was a connoisseur who appreciated exceptional quality early large cents. 
An American businessman, Husak founded HK Aerospace in Burbank, California. The firm was a 
manufacturing concern, providing hydraulic fittings to the aerospace industry. His career began 
with a job in the aerospace industry. During that time, he met Patricia at a Parents Without 
Partners meeting, and with her urging he began his own aircraft parts business that grew to 
become Hk Fittings and, after taking on a business partner, HK Aerospace. 


Known to his friends as Walt, Husak was born in Chicago, Illinois on May 27, 1942. His mother 
had moved to Illinois following the attack on Pearl Harbor, but returned to Los Angeles before his 
first birthday. While growing up in Los Angeles, he also spent time with his grandparents in lowa. 
His numismatic interest began in his early teenage years with collections of Indian cents, Lincoln 
cents, and Buffalo nickels. He eventually developed an interest in vintage cars, long distance 
running, single malt scotch, fine wines, and international travel. His numismatic interest, especially 


focusing on early copper coins, was rekindled when he purchased an 1804 large cent in 1980. He 
credited his business success with the provision of a good life for his family, and at the same time 
allowing him to advance his coin collecting hobby, obtaining many extraordinary specimens. 


Husak also collected friends. It was not unusual for a new collector to bid against Walt at an 
auction, speak to each other at the auction’s completion, and end the day by having dinner 
together. His kindness was evident in many ways, especially so in his willingness to share his 
knowledge with everyone. 


On December 15, 2008, Walter J. Husak established The Liberty Cap Foundation, a 501(c)(8) 
Private Operating Foundation, serving as its original president and executive director. Today, 
Patricia Husak is the President of The Liberty Cap Foundation. Donations to the foundation are 
eligible for personal tax deductions (Subject to IRS limitations). The foundation purchased various 
historic artifacts related to the early US mint and Husak enjoyed displaying and discussing them at 
various numismatic conventions across the country. Following his death on December 15, 2022, 
the Husak family is determined to continue operating the foundation. 


The family has decided to expand the educational structure and purpose of the Foundation. The 
completely rebuilt website includes learning resources for teachers and interested people, and 
a new social media strategy aims to entice people to numismatics. Both the website and social 
media will cultivate curiosity about coins, culture, the history of the early United States Mint and 
the country itself. They are positioning LCF as a friendly numismatic non-profit, dedicated to 
fostering community and preserving the cultural heritage present in the numismatics. As part of 
its educational outreach, LCF will also offer scholarships and grants. 


The proceeds from the auction of selected coins held by the foundation will be used to implement 
the necessary infrastructure and tools needed to further the foundation’s expanded goals. 


Chris Victor-McCawley Lucas Baldridge Lyle Engleson Bob Grellman Travis Hollon 


Chris Victor-McCawley operates Early Cents Auctions and the Frisco Mint with his partners, 
Lucas Baldridge, Lyle Engleson, Bob Grellman, and Travis Hollon. They are well-known in the 
field of early coppers and have had their hand in building and selling many of the greatest 
modern collections formed in the fields of colonials, half cents, and large cents, including 
Robinson S. Brown, Jr., Roy E. “Ted” Naftzger, Daniel W. Holmes, Jr., Paul Gerrie, The Missouri 
Cabinet (Bernard Edison, aka R. Tettenhorst), Del and Larry Bland, Dr. Tom Wachtel, and COL 
Steven Ellsworth. 


Bob Grellman and Mark Borckardt handled cataloging for this auction, with Grellman providing 
the technical numismatic descriptions for each lot, and Borckardt adding the personality 
details of the various collectors who figure in the provenance for those lots. It was the first 
collaboration for two of the hobby’s best early copper catalogers to work together. In addition 
to Mark Borckardt, Sam Foose and Bob Merrill were involved with this project from Day One, 
and Heritage President Greg Rohan, a longtime friend of Walt’s, provided oversight and overall 
direction throughout. 


Heritage Auctions and Early Cents Auctions are delighted to present this collection to the current 
large cent community. The Husak Family hopes that you will enjoy the auction, and say a word of 
thanks to Walt for continuing to collect high-grade early cents.

2001 1793 S-1 R4 CHAIN AMERI. AU58 PCGS, CAC Approved. 
Very attractive glossy chocolate brown with frosty bluish steel 
overtones in the fields. Peeps of faded mint red show in protected 
areas on both sides. The fields are smooth and slightly reflective with 
needle-sharp details thanks to the very early die state. Just a hint of 
very light friction on the highest points of the hair from mint state. 
This cent has outstanding eye appeal and the color is about the most 
attractive you will ever encounter on a 1793 Chain Cent. There are 
a few minor contact marks including a thin diagonal nick on the 3, 
two smaller nicks above the 3, a horizontal nick-like planchet chip 
on the cheek just left of the mouth (as struck), and a pair of faint 
parallel diagonal hairline scratches on the forehead. The reverse 
is nearly pristine; the only notable defect is a small planchet chip 
below the O in OF, and this chip contains traces of dark planchet 
impurity in its bottom, as struck. EDS, Breen state I, before the small 
bulge forms under the 1 in the date. A sharp, very attractive cent, 
and the eye appeal is enhanced by the reflective fields and traces 
of original mint color. Graded AU50 by Noyes and Bland, and tied 
for CC#3 in both census lists (Noyes photo #28733). Removed from 
an NGC slab graded MS62 Brown. This cataloger’s EAC grade is 
AU55. A beautiful example of this classic early American cent. The 
attribution and the Holmes & Husak Collection provenance are 
noted on the PCGS Gold Shield label. PCGS population 3; 3 finer: 1 
in 61, 1 in 63, 1 in 64.

David Tripp writes that this coin was brought to Sotheby 
Parke Bernet in New York by a lady that lived in Manhattan, and left 
it with him for inspection. It was in a group of miscellaneous coins 
and tokens, otherwise of no appreciable value. He took the coin 
to Lester Merkin who was amazed at what he saw, and graded the 
coin EF45. 


Daniel W. Holmes, Jr. acquired this cent following the American 
Numismatic Rarities auction of the Dr. Haig Koshkarian Collection. 
A Cleveland, Ohio native, Holmes served as Early American 
Coppers vice-president from 2002 to 2005 and president from 2005 
to 2009. He earned an MBA from the Stern School of Business at 
New York University. Holmes was chairman and CEO of Cleveland- 
based Morrison Products, manufacturers of fans and blowers for 
the HVAC industry. In addition to his service on the board of the 
American Numismatic Society, Holmes served industry trade 
associations and he was a member of the manufacturing council 
that advised President Bush and President Obama. Holmes lost his 
battle with ALS in 2016 at age 77. The Daniel W. Holmes, Jr. large 
cent collection was the most complete ever formed and lacked only 
two unique varieties that never became available.

Approved. Attractive glossy chocolate brown. Smooth with a bold 
strike and just a touch of friction on the devices. No corrosion but 
there are a few minor contact marks on the obverse. The notable 
marks are a scratch before the bottom of the neck, several tiny 
hairline scratches on the forehead, and a diagonal hairline in the 
hair left of the ear. The reverse is choice, nearly flawless, and has 
flowline luster in protected areas. Late die state with strong die 
clashmarks under the truncation and obvious swelling along the 
bottom of UNIT. Graded EF45 and tied for CC#6 in the Bland 
census. Noyes says net EF40 and tied for CC#11, his photo #62341. 
This cataloger’s EAC grade is EF45. A beautiful example of the Chain 
AMERICA type.

Stack’s sold the Dr. E. Yale Clarke Collection in October 1975. 
Based on provenance information in that catalog, Clarke was active 
in the 1960s. His collection is known for exceptional large cents, 
an extensive collection of three-dollar gold coins, and an important 
collection of half dollars that included the 1838-O and the 1853-O 
No Arrows coins. Dr. Clarke, from Glen Falls, New York, applied 
for ANA membership in 1948, and a notice of his death appeared 
in the February 1980 issue of The Numismatist. Elisha Yale Clarke, 
the son of Dr. Henry Elisha Clarke and Myra Josephine Martin, was 
born in Glen Falls, New York on March 11, 1914, and died there on 
December 10, 1979. He married Aileen Chadwick in 1942 and she 
recently passed away in 2017 at the age of 103.

Sharply struck 
with smooth surfaces and excellent eye appeal. Hints of underlying 
mint frost show in protected areas on the reverse. The only notable 
contact mark is a scratch from the ear lobe through the hair into 
the field between two strands of hair. The scratch is mostly hidden 
in the hair details and has minimal effect on the eye appeal. The 
other notable mark is a microscopic planchet fissure that meanders 
from the bottom of the | in LIBERTY into the hair ending just left of 
the temple (as made). Struck very slightly off center to K-2.5 leaving 
some of the border beads on the right side of the obverse tight to 
the edge of the planchet.

Andrew McQuay Hain was born in Reading, Pennsylvania on 
August 8, 1947, and died in Carmel, California on December 30, 
2021. He and his younger brother, John, were active collectors who 
concentrated on Massachusetts silver coinage. Stack’s sold the Hain 
Family Collection in January 2002.

Would rate a higher grade but there are 
shallow parallel planchet fissures on an otherwise smooth obverse. 
The fissures slant down slightly to the right of horizontal, and the 
most noticeable of these fissures is in the field off the chin. Planchet 
flaws are a rather common problem for our earliest cents thanks 
to rudimentary manufacturing processes during the first few years 
at the Mint.

Known as “Jack,” Wallace M. Wadlington, a San Diego, California 
commodities trader, assembled a large cent collection, sold via 
Bob Grellman and Chris McCawley, that was characterized by 
completeness and quality. His collection was nearly complete by 
both Sheldon and Newcomb number, lacking only three unique 
late-date varieties. In addition, he acquired 33 of the Sheldon “NC” 
varieties. His additional collecting interests focused on colonial 
coins and numismatic literature. Wadlington served as an Army 
captain in Vietnam.

Dr. Nicholas Way, the son of Frances Way of Wilmington, 
Delaware, was commissioned as the Mint Treasurer on May 20, 
1794. The elder Way was a highly respected member of the Friend’s 
Society. Nicholas Way was born about the year 1750, or possibly a 
little earlier. He received the degree of Bachelor of Medicine from 
the University of Pennsylvania in 1768, and the Doctor of Medicine 
degree in 1771. He practiced medicine in Wilmington where he 
tutored others in his profession. For many years, Way opened his 
home in Wilmington to those who left Philadelphia to escape 
yellow fever, and he aggressively treated the disease. Like many 
officers of the first Mint, Dr. Way was a member of the American 
Philosophical Society, elected to membership on January 15, 1773. 
As a prominent Philadelphia physician, Way was a member of the 
Committee of Citizens visiting yellow fever victims. Way died of the 
disease himself in September 1797.

An early life member of the American Numismatic Association, 
Thomas James Clarke served as the organization’s 20th president 
from 1935 to 1937. In 1916 he formed the T. James Clarke Box and 
Label Works. He was also a director of the National Chautauqua 
County Bank. He had many collecting interests that included 
autographs, glassware, Indian relics, stamps, weapons, and coins. 
Clarke was born in Ontario, Canada on May 5, 1875, and died at his 
Jamestown, New York home on July 20, 1952. Known as T. James 
Clarke, he had varied numismatic interests including early copper 
coins, silver coins, and paper money. He exhibited more than 1,000 
Lincoln medals in 1944. Clarke married Hazel Claribel Johnson in 
1912. They had no children.

Homer Kennedy Downing, an employee of Western Electric Company, 
was born in Brazil, Indiana, on May 15, 1898, and died on May 29, 
1951, at the age of 53. His education took place at DePauw University 
and Rose Polytechnic Institute, both in Indiana. He was introduced 
to large cent collecting by T. James Clarke in the 1940s, and went 
on to form an exceptional cabinet of 390 pieces with an emphasis 
on provenances. With an interest in photography, he established an 
extensive photo-file of large cents, and many of his photographs were 
used by Sheldon in Early American Cents. Just prior to his death, he 
identified his Lettered Edge large cents by inking the letters H and D 
in HUNDRED.

Charles I. Bushnell was a New York lawyer who had a particular 
interest in Colonial coinage. He was born in New York City and 
died there on September 17, 1880.

The eldest son of Sir George Strickland, William Strickland of 
Yorkshire, England was born on February 19, 1753 and died on 
January 8, 1834.

The author of “The State Coinage of Connecticut” that appeared in 
the American Journal of Numismatics in 1919, Henry Clay Miller was 
an educator, broker, and mining researcher.

A printer and newspaperman in New Jersey, Frederick Charles 
Cogswell (F.C.C.) Boyd was born in New York City on April 10, 
1886, and died at East Orange, New Jersey on September 7, 1958.

He was a hoarder of rare coins who amassed a 
collection in excess of 300,000 pieces. His estate took decades to 
settle after his death in 1926. A number of pieces remained in his 
estate for more than 50 years, and Bowers and Merena conducted 
a final “Virgil Brand Sale” in 1985.

A Newark, New Jersey native born in 1856, Henry Clay Hines 
studied law at Columbia University and was admitted to the bar in 
1883, eventually giving up his law practice in favor of manufacturing 
men’s clothing. He was involved in politics, but it was said his 
honesty was his undoing in that field. Hines was highly successful 
as a large cent aficionado whose expertise supported Clapp and 
Newcomb in their studies. He experienced a severe financial 
reversal during the 1929 stock market crash although continued to 
collect large cents. Hines died in 1946.

A physician and psychologist with the Presbyterian Hospital in New 
York City, Dr. William H. Sheldon developed an interest in large 
cents at a young age while working for the Chapman brothers.

The first director of the new Philadelphia Mint was David 
Rittenhouse, perhaps the second most skilled scientist in America, 
behind Benjamin Franklin. Rittenhouse was born in Germantown, 
Pennsylvania on April 8, 1732. President Washington appointed him 
to the post of Mint Director on April 14, 1792, and he accepted three 
months later. Largely self-taught, Rittenhouse mastered Newton's 
Principia at an early age. His interests revolved around astronomy, 
mathematics, surveying, and instrument making. During the 
Revolutionary War, Rittenhouse served on the Committee of Safety, 
where he put his scientific skills to use, supervising local cannon 
production, and suggesting improvements to rifles. Rittenhouse 
also served as Treasurer of Pennsylvania, and he served the 
University of Pennsylvania as professor of astronomy, vice-provost, 
and a member of the board of trustees. An active member of the 
American Philosophical Society after being elected to membership 
in 1768, he served the Society as curator, librarian, secretary, vice- 
president, and finally as president from 1791 to 1796. Rittenhouse 
died on June 27, 1796. In a memorial eulogy, Dr. Benjamin Rush 
called Rittenhouse one of the enlightened ones. He was “one of the 
luminaries of the eighteenth century.”

J. Sanford Saltus is known as the man who gave his life to 
numismatics. He was born on March 9, 1853, in New Haven, 
Connecticut, and died on June 24, 1922 in London. The coroner’s 
report is that his was “Death by Misadventure.” Found in his hotel 
room was a glass of ginger ale and also a glass containing a solution 
of potassium cyanide used for cleaning coins. It is believed that 
he drank from the wrong glass. Saltus served as corresponding 
secretary of the ANS from 1897 to 1898 and again from 1900 to 
1905.

President George Washington said to Henry William DeSaussure:

Isaac Hough was the Mint Director’s clerk in the 1790s. His exact 
term of service to the Mint is unconfirmed, although he was paid 
on account on October 31, 1792, and his name appeared on the 
October 10, 1795 Mint payroll. An individual named Isaac Hough 
was born at Bucks County, Pennsylvania on September 15, 1759, 
and died in Philadelphia on March 17, 1801.

Edward Howland Robinson Green was the son of Hetty Green, 
the “Witch of Wall Street.” He was born in London on August 22, 
1868, while his parents were on a European tour. His death occurred 
in Lake Placid, New York, on June 8, 1936. By all accounts, Hetty 
Green was quite miserly, and refused to hire a doctor to treat her 
son when he injured his leg. This action caused Green to lose his 
leg. He graduated from Fordham College in 1888 and was admitted 
to the bar. Green was active in politics for the Republican Party and 
chaired the Texas Republican State Committee. He was on the board 
of directors for the 1904 St. Louis World’s Fair, served as a director 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, and was president of the Texas 
Midland Railroad.

B. Max Mehl was born in Lithuania in 1884 and died in Fort Worth, 
Texas, on September 27, 1957. He and his wife had two daughters. 
Mehl was a coin dealer and auctioneer operating out of Fort Worth 
and is credited with fantastic and innovative promotion of coin 
collecting. For example, he was the first to use radio in his advertising. 
He probably did more to advance the hobby during the first half 
of the 20th century than any other individual. He conducted 120 
auctions from 1903 to 1955, including many of the most important 
collections sold during those years. Most of his auctions were 
actually mail bid sales. His Star Rare Coin Encyclopedia, published 
in more than 50 editions, was an innovative promotional technique.

Elias Boudinot accepted his appointment as Mint director on 
October 28, 1795, and served until July 1805. He was born in 
Philadelphia on May 2, 1740, the son of silversmith Elias Boudinot, 
Ill, who was a neighbor of Benjamin Franklin. He died at Burlington, 
New Jersey on October 24, 1821, and was buried at Saint Mary’s 
Episcopal Churchyard in Burlington. His French Huguenot 
ancestors immigrated to New York in the late 17th century, circa 
1687. Boudinot was home schooled, attended Princeton, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1760, beginning his legal practice in 
Elizabeth, New Jersey. He was married to Hannah Stockton, sister 
of his mentor, Richard Stockton, who in turn married Elias’s sister, 
Anna. Boudinot served as a delegate to the second Continental 
Congress and was eventually elected president of the Continental 
Congress. Today, some consider him to be the true first president 
of the United States. A letter that Boudinot wrote to his daughter in 
1795 became known as The Age of Revelation, a pamphlet refuting 
Thomas Paine’s The Age of Reason. Near the end of his term as 
Mint director, Boudinot had a house built in Burlington, New Jersey. 
He soon became a trustee of Princeton, and founded the natural 
history department of that school in 1805. He was a founder of 
the American Bible Society in 1816, and he was a supporter of the 
rights of Native Americans, suggesting that they were the lost tribe 
of Israel.

2113 1797 S-121a R6 Reverse of 1796, Plain Edge, XF Detail, 
Tooled, PCGS. A sharp cent but the planchet is covered with fine to 
moderate roughness mixed with areas of pitting and verdigris, strongest 
under the bust. In addition, there are old scratches on both sides and 
on the edge. Not the most attractive cent but sharply detailed, by far 
the sharpest of the “Plain Edge” version of the variety. The presence of 
scratches on the edge has led some to assume cent was struck with a 
Gripped Edge, and some have questioned the existence of any “Plain 
Edge” variant of the variety. This issue was addressed in the 2008 
sale of the Husak collection as follows: “This sub-variety was once 
controversial; however, today it is absolutely legitimate and important. 
Several prominent copper specialists of the 1940's, including Clapp, 
Newcomb, Hines, and others, felt that the few known examples failed 
to provide evidence of a true sub-variety. Sheldon even felt that some of 
those coins had their edges turned down on a lathe, or that others were 
mint errors, much like the 1794 cents without edge lettering. Today, we 
have the evidence to label these a true sub-variety. These are called 
by some “Beaded Edge” coins and show raised pellets, some nearly 
round and others elongated, on the edge, providing proof that they were 
neither turned down on a lathe nor that they are mint errors.” It should 
be noted that the “Plain Edge” variant of the S-120 variety (S-120a) has 
these same beads or pellets, just not the combination of raised beads/ 
pellets and incuse grips associated with the “Gripped Edge” version. 
The example offered here shows many of the raised “Beads” but not 
a trace of any incuse “Grips.” Eliminating the incuse “Grips” would 
require deeper smoothing than this cent experienced. This is the plate 
coin for the Plain Edge variety in the 2000 Breen encyclopedia. Graded 
EF40 net VG7 and CC#1 in the Noyes census but now relegated to 
his “Fake” category, his photo #30959. Bland says EF40 sharpness net 
VG10 and CC#1. This cataloger’s EAC grade is net VG8. Comes with 
an important provenance. The attribution is noted on the PCGS label.

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Hollinbeck Coin Company was founded in 1928 by R.O. Hollinbeck 
in Minneapolis. Five years later, Hollinbeck hired a 13-year old named 
Arthur Kagin. Kagin became a full-time employee two years later, and 
was soon engaged in the formation of company branches in Omaha and 
Des Moines. John Adams observes: “With a foundation now in place, 
Kagin set out to build the house. The problems he faced were seemingly 
insurmountable: there were no sources of coins in lowa and, at the time, 
very few collectors. He attacked both problems simultaneously.” The 
firm later operated under the Hollinbeck-Kagin Coin Company name, 
and finally as Kagin’s, all in Des Moines, lowa. Beginning with their first 
auction in 1940, Art and brother Paul Kagin took over the company 
and conducted many auctions, usually 10 to 12 a year. A number of 
important individual large cents have appeared in their sales over the 
years; their single most important copper sale is the Philip Van Cleave 
auction in 1986.

Possibly “Sheldonized” 
with wax during his period of ownership (see provenance) to protect 
the surfaces and add glossy eye appeal. The surfaces are smooth 
and the only marks are a small, light diagonal hairline scratch under 
the earlobe and a small nick hidden in the upper hair. MDS, Breen 
state III. The die crack at MERIC is strong and the section over M is 
very slightly raised into a retained cud. An outstanding example of 
this rare variety in a neat die state. Noyes says VF20 net F12 and tied 
for CC#2, his photo #29811. Bland says VF20 and CC#1 with the 
ANS example a distant second. The CC#1 coin in the Noyes census

Mint engraver Robert Scot held one of the most important posts at 
that institution, having a hand in the production of all the coinage 
dies from the time of his November 20, 1793 appointment until 
his death in 1823. Nineteenth-century Mint historian George Evans 
wrote: “at the time of his appointment he seems to have been turning 
the down-hill of life.” William Nyberg’s 2015 biography, Robert 
Scot, Engraving Liberty, is a must read for anyone who is interested 
in Mint history. In addition to his U.S. Mint service, Scot handled 
numerous outside commissions for individuals and publications in 
the Philadelphia area. Nyberg’s catalog of Scot’s engraving work 
numbers many hundred entries.

Dr. Henry Witter Beckwith of New Haven, Connecticut formed a 
remarkable collection of 119 high quality large cents that Samuel 
H. Chapman sold at auction on April 27, 1923. John W. Adams 
described the Beckwith collection as “the finest collection of 
high condition cents of all time.” Walter Breen called him “the 
first perfectionist.” In 1978, C. Douglas Smith related a story from 
Dr. Sheldon that Beckwith was 70 years old when his collection 
was sold, and that he lived another 30 years. Many of his cents 
went to Henry Hines, and in his later years, Dr. Beckwith asked 
Hines if he could “just look at some of my old coins.” Beckwith 
was born at Norwich, Connecticut on May 7, 1869 and died at 
Nahant, Massachusetts on August 6, 1958. He was a graduate of the 
Dartmouth College Medical School. Beckwith married Genevieve 
“Hettie” Jolley on June 2, 1908, and they were divorced between 
1920 and 1930, many years after the 1910 birth of a son, Henry 
Beckwith, Jr. She died in 1950 and her Connecticut death record 
states that she was never married. His 1958 obituary states that he 
“was the husband of the late Mrs. Genevieve (Jolley) Beckwith.

Howard Rounds Newcomb is most widely known today for his 
reference on the later-date large cents from 1816 to 1857, though he 
was a collector of the early cents and other denominations as well. 
Newcomb was born in Detroit on December 21, 1877, and died 
on January 7, 1945, in Los Angeles. He was manager of a Detroit 
department store called Newcomb, Endicott & Co. He collected 
and wrote about several series including silver dollars, with articles 
about die varieties published in The Numismatist. His collections 
of half dimes and dimes were exhibited at the ANS in 1914. He 
also displayed, from time to time, collections of quarter eagles (117 
varieties), three cent silver pieces, and proof quarters from 1796 to 
1840. Newcomb was the author of United States Copper Cents, 
1816-1857 published in 1944, The United States Cents of the Years 
1801-1802-1803 published in 1925, and the co-author with George 
Clapp of The United States Cents of the Years 1795-1796-1797-1800, 
published in 1947.

Clinton Harris Stearns, who was born in Wakefield, Massachusetts 
on February 12, 1861, and died there on December 13, 1936, was the 
son of Charles H. Stearns (1820-1904), and he acquired his father’s 
coin collection in 1904. He added additional items, including 
early date large cents from Lyman Low’s March 1907 auction. The 
Boston Globe reported on December 14, 1936: “Wakefield, Dec. 
13-Clinton H. Stearns, 75, 98 Prospect St., former captain of Co. 
A., 6th Massachusetts Regiment, and an employee of Lucius Beebe 
& Sons, leather merchants of Boston, for many years, died today at 
his home from heart disease after returning from morning services 
at the Congregational Church, of which he was a member. He was 
born in Wakefield, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Stearns. 
He was a former chairman of the town Finance Committee, and a 
former clerk of Precinct 3 in elections. He leaves a wife, Florence 
I. Stearns; two daughters, Ellen H. and Gertrude W. Stearns, and a 
son, George Maddock Stearns.” The Stearns collection passed to 
George Stearns (1893-1965) and Mayflower Coin Auctions sold the 
Stearns family collection in December 1966.

EAC charter member number 35, George Ramont christened the 
final portrait used on large cents the “Mature Head.” A scholarly 
collector who was closely associated with Jules Reiver, Ramont 
was noted by Bill Noyes in the July 15, 2001, issue of Penny-Wise 
as someone who assembled a noteworthy large cent collection 
despite comparatively modest means.

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An active mid-20th century coin dealer, Bernard William Bluestone, 
known as “Barney,” conducted more than 100 numismatic auctions 
between 1931 and 1950. His first auction of October 24, 1931 was 
held in Rochester, New York, giving his address in Syracuse, New 
York. His final auction of February 18, 1950 also gives his address 
in Syracuse. John W. Adams writes: “Of his personal life, almost 
nothing is known.” There is also confusion between two individuals 
of the same name who lived in New York about the same time. Both 
are listed in the 1930 Federal Census. Barney Bluestone of Brooklyn, 
New York, who was married to Rebecca, was a hardware store 
proprietor born in Russia in 1893. Barney Bluestone, of Syracuse, 
New York, who was married to Harriet (Ida), was a numismatist 
born in New York in 1889. Barney and Harriet Bluestone were 
married at an unknown date between 1917 and 1920. There is no 
record of children. He was ANA member 2673 as reported in the 
May 1924 issue of The Numismatist. Following membership, his 
first advertisement appeared in The Numismatist of November 1926 
where he offered coins for sale. Bluestone, the son of Rabbi Aaron 
Bluestone, was born in New York on January 25, 1888, and died in 
Miami, Florida on April 25, 1956. Numismatic historian Pete Smith 
located a death notice for Bluestone that appeared in the Miami 
Herald, April 27, 1956. His wife and five sisters survived him.

Born near Philadelphia on December 24, 1745, Benjamin Rush 
was a prominent citizen, politician, and physician. His medical 
studies took place in London, Edinburgh, and Paris. Rush was a 
delegate to the Continental Congress, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, surgeon general for the Continental Army, founder 
of the Philadelphia Hospital, and president of the Philadelphia 
Medical Society. He tirelessly treated yellow fever victims in the 
1790s, but public opinion declined when he inevitably caught 
the disease. Benjamin Rush was appointed Mint treasurer in 1797 
and remained at this post until his death of pneumonia on April 
19, 1813. While treasurer, Rush accused Elias Boudinot of taking 
Mint property without properly compensating the Mint. Pete Smith 
notes that the property in question was stable refuse that Boudinot 
shipped to his farm.

The numismatic partnership of Q. David Bowers and Raymond N. 
Merena, Bowers and Merena Galleries was organized in 1983 as 
the successor to Bowers and Ruddy. Located in Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire, the firm conducted many important auctions and 
operated a sales department, issuing the Rare Coin Review on a 
periodic basis. The three Norweb sales, two Eliasberg sales, and 
four Harry Bass sales rank among the most important auctions 
of the 20th century.

Julius Caesar Morgenthau (1858-1929) founded the firm bearing 
his name in 1905.

The auction house, located in New York City, 
became the premier philatelic auction house in the country by the 
time of his death. In 1978, Morgenthau was posthumously elected to 
the American Philatelic Society’s Hall of Fame. The firm continued 
to operate after Morgenthau’s death, adding numismatic auctions 
to its philatelic repertoire. Wayte Raymond and James Macallister 
conducted 53 numismatic sales for J.C. Morgenthau from 1932 until 
1945. The series includes the William Festus Morgan sale of June 
16, 1932 and the Howard Rounds Newcomb Collection in two parts 
in 1945. John Adams gives an overall A rating to eight of those sales, 
with seven sales assigned an A rating for large cents.

Ira Stewart Reed was born on December 25, 1892, and died in 
Glenside, Pennsylvania on October 20, 1954. He was a professional 
numismatist who conducted 31 auction sales from 1935 to 1946.

Stack’s was a New York City auction company in continuous 
operation from 1934 to 2011, beginning under the direction 
of Joseph and Morton Stack.

An early American Numismatic Association member (number 
140), Thomas Lindsay Elder was born at Dayton, Pennsylvania on 
November 22, 1874 and died in South Carolina on May 11, 1949. 
He attended Beaver College in Pennsylvania, followed by a move to 
Buffalo, New York. While in his 20s, Elder served the government 
in 1901 as a telegrapher assigned to the home of President William 
McKinley, who was dying from a gunshot wound. He also served 
in the New York State Militia as a sergeant during World War 
|. His interest in coins began at the age of 13, and he began his 
professional numismatic career as a coin dealer and auctioneer in 
1905. In addition to nearly 300 auctions held over the next 35 years, 
Elder contributed to The Numismatist, published The Elder Monthly, 
The Numismatic Philistine, The Elder Magazine, updated the 
Hays-Frossard variety reference on 1794 large cents, and assisted 
Ebenezer Gilbert in a variety reference on 1796 large cents.

Henry Voigt (sometimes Voight) was commissioned as the Mint’s 
chief coiner on January 29, 1793, earning an annual salary of

The Essex Institute, which divested most of its numismatic 
collection in a February 1975 sale held by Stack’s, focused on 
the history of Essex County, Massachusetts. Housed in Salem, the 
most famous city in the county and one of the county seats, it was 
best known for its museum and library of historical documents, 
including papers relating to the Salem Witch Trials. In 1992, the 
Essex Institute and the Peabody Museum of Salem joined forces, 
and the combined Peabody Essex Museum has over 2.4 million 
artifacts and artworks from across the globe, including one of the 
most extensive collections of maritime art in the country.

Following his early work in the wholesale fruit business, Harlan Page 
Smith turned his attention to numismatics in 1876. He was born at 
Hamilton, New York on March 18, 1839 and died at New York City 
on March 2, 1902. Although his earliest numismatic affiliation was 
Smith & Sampson with Henry G. Sampson, he conducted more 
than 20 auction sales under his own name in the 1880s. However, 
Smith is best known for his partnership with David Proskey in New 
York Coin and Stamp Company. Smith financed the business while 
Proskey handled the cataloging. The Chapman brothers sold Smith’s 
collection, including an 1822 half eagle, in May 1906.

Henry Chapman was the younger Chapman brother who began his 
career working for John Haseltine in 1875 when he was just 16 years 
old. He was born in Philadelphia on October 18, 1859, and died 
on January 4, 1935. He discovered the Starred Reverse large cent 
variety in 1878 while preparing the Bispham Collection for auction. 
Henry and his brother, Samuel Hudson Chapman, conducted 
many important auctions, and he went on to conduct many more 
important sales after the two brothers separated. His wife, Helen, 
continued to operate their retail storefront until 1948, the business 
being managed by Ella B. Wright. In Lapp and Silberman, Henry 
Chapman is described as “a tall man, fairly heavy, with a full head 
of hair, a heavy moustache, and a huge, bushy, full-faced beard 
which during the last years of his life was snowy white. Dr. Sheldon 
recalls H. Chapman as a man with a full beard, a stern look, and 
with twinkling gray eyes. It has been said that old-time collectors 
unhesitatingly agreed that Henry Chapman was one of the most 
colorful figures ever to be met in the numismatic world.”

A life insurance executive, Charles M. Williams was born in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, on August 21, 1912, and died on March 5, 1998.

Born in Boston in 1952, Heritage co-chairman Jim Halperin was 
an endlessly curious child who loved projects and businesses 
from the time he was almost a toddler, and would routinely draw 
other children into his various enterprises. As a summer project, 
he formed a part-time rare stamp and coin business in 1968, the 
same year he received early acceptance to Harvard College. By 
his third college semester he was enjoying the coin business more 
than his studies, so he took a leave of absence to pursue a full-time 
numismatic career. In 1975, Halperin supervised the protocols for 
the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, 
which would help catapult his firm to the top of the industry within 
four years. In 1982, he merged his business with that of his friend 
and former archrival Steve Ivy to form Heritage. In 1984, he invented 
and spearheaded the first privately owned grading service (NCI) and 
wrote a book later re-titled How to Grade U.S. Coins, which outlined 
the grading standards upon which NGC and PCGS would later be 
based. Halperin is also a well-known futurist, an active collector of 
rare comic books and comic art, early 20th-century American art 
and other collectibles, a venture capital, real estate and technology 
stock investor, philanthropist (he endows a family health/education 
foundation among other beneficiaries), and novelist. His first fiction 
book, The Truth Machine, was published in 1996, becoming an 
international science fiction bestseller with over half a million 
copies sold in multiple languages, and optioned as a feature film 
by Warner Brothers, then Lionsgate and Revelations Entertainment. 
Jim’s second novel, The First Immortal, was published in early 1998 
and optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. 
Both remain in print today. Halperin used insights gleaned from 
his research for those novels to help redesign Heritage’s website 
HA.com, which is now the most popular auction house online 
destination in the world. He presently donates about one-third of 
his income to charities, and has pledged to donate nearly all of his 
assets, preferably during his lifetime.

Edouard Frossard (1837-1899) was born near Geneva, Switzerland 
and immigrated to the U.S. in 1858. He was a veteran of the Civil 
War, wounded twice and cited for bravery several times. In his 
numismatic literature reference, John Adams writes: “Frossard 
early on demonstrated the impetuosity which characterized much 
of his professional life.” During his numismatic career that began 
in 1877, Ed. Frossard conducted 160 auctions, published a house 
organ titled Numisma, wrote Monograph of the United States Cents 
and Half Cents 1793-1857, and co-authored Varieties of the United 
States Cents of the Year 1794 with William Wallace Hays. Adams 
discussed his series of sales: “Beginning with sale one in September 
1878, the series is distinguished both by features and by content. 
... In terms of content, the Frossard catalogs represent great variety 
and cumulatively, great knowledge. ... His comments regarding 
competitors and competitive practices, some of them quite lengthy, 
are highly amusing if nothing else.”

Joseph Richardson, Jr. was commissioned at the Mint on 
December 12, 1795, and served the institution as the assayer for 
35 years until his death in 1831. He earned an annual salary of 
$1,500. He was the son of Joseph Richardson, and a member of a 
Quaker family of Philadelphia goldsmiths, following his father, and 
his grandfather, Francis Richardson, Jr. Shortly after the start of the 
Revolutionary War, Joseph, Jr. and his younger brother Nathaniel 
(1754-1827) continued the family business that their grandfather 
started in 1702. He was married to Ruth Hoskins in 1780, and they 
had eight children including John, born in 1790. That same year, 
Nathaniel left the business, favoring ironmongery, establishing a 
hardware and woodworking business. Following the Revolutionary 
War, Richardson made many silver pieces for the U.S. Government 
to present to Indians, including medals, arm and wrist bands, and 
other pieces.

The founder and president of ALCOA, the Aluminum Company 
of America, George Hubbard Clapp was born in Allegheny, 
Pennsylvania in 1858. A graduate of the University of Pittsburgh, 
he was president of the school’s Board of Trustees and its oldest 
living alumnus at the time of his death on March 31, 1949. Clapp 
was also on the board of trustees of the Carnegie Institute, to which 
he donated his collection of sea shells. He began collecting coins 
at a young age and was the founder of the Western Pennsylvania 
Numismatic Society. Clapp formed one of the finest large cent 
collections ever assembled, and donated his entire first-line 
collection to the American Numismatic Society in the late 1940s.

Dr. George P. French, born in Rochester, New York, in 1865, was 
an obstetrician and gynecologist. He graduated from Columbia 
Medical College in 1888. French is described as a sociable man 
who often entertained with his poetry. Sheldon gave him the 
nickname “The Jolly Abortionist.” French amassed an extensive 
collection of large cents, and exhibited pieces from his collection 
at several ANA conventions. He also participated in the 1914 ANS 
coinage exhibition. In addition to coins, French collected stamps, 
clocks, firearms, and other antiques. B. Max Mehl offered most of 
his large cent collection in a 1929 fixed price list, although United 
States Coin Company sold part of his collection in 1917 and Henry 
Chapman sold another part in 1927. Barney Bluestone offered an 
additional selection of large cents from the French Collection in 
1933. Dr. French died at his Rochester home on November 25, 1932.

Joseph Cloud was the Mint’s melter and refiner from his commission 
date of January 2, 1797 until his resignation under mysterious 
circumstances on January 14, 1836. Cloud was the son of Abner 
and Amy (Pyle) Cloud. He was born on August 27, 1770 and died at 
Delaware County, Pennsylvania on July 3, 1845. He was regarded as 
a man of fine scientific attainments and described as a scholar and 
profound thinker. The official reason for his resignation was “poor 
eyesight” although information in the National Archives suggests 
other reasons that are unknown today. In an October 28, 1835 letter 
to Cloud, Mint Director Robert Maskell Patterson began: “I have 
been exceedingly distressed by the extraordinary occurrence of 
last evening and am very much embarrassed to reconcile my old 
personal friendship with the course which | feel to be dictated by 
my official duty.”

Mint Director Robert Patterson was appointed by President Thomas 
Jefferson on July 1, 1805, serving from January 1806 until his death 
in July 1824. He was the son of Robert Patterson and Jane Walkers, 
born in Hillsborough, County Down, Ireland, on May 30, 1743. His 
family was described as respectable, but not affluent. Patterson died 
on July 22, 1824 and was buried at Laurel Hill Cemetery. Patterson 
excelled in school with a love of mathematics, but his family was 
unable to pay for a university education. He joined the militia when 
the French invaded Ireland in 1759, and he was soon promoted 
to the rank of sergeant. He refused a commission in the British 
regular army. Instead, he returned to the family farm, and eventually 
emigrated to America in 1768, arriving nearly broke. After a week in 
Philadelphia, Patterson was hired as a schoolmaster in Buckingham, 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania. He soon returned to Philadelphia to 
teach navigation. An early student was Andrew Ellicott, the surveyor 
who established boundaries of the District of Columbia. In his later 
years, Patterson served as a mathematics professor at the University 
of Pennsylvania from 1779 to 1814, as Mint director from 1806 
to 1824, and a president of the American Philosophical Society 
from 1819 until his death. During that time, he was one of five 
Society members that Thomas Jefferson chose to assist and instruct 
Meriwether Lewis and William Clark prior to their expedition to the 
Pacific Northwest. Patterson was married to Amy Hunter Ewing, the 
daughter of Maskell Ewing, Esq., of Greenwich, New Jersey. They 
had eight children, including Robert Maskell Patterson and Mary 
Patterson, wife of Dr. Samuel Moore.

In August 1893, the Chapman Brothers presented their Catalogue 
of the Splendid and Valuable Collection of American Coins and 
Medals of C.T. Whitman, Esq. of New York City. The title tells us 
that C.T. Whitman was from New York City, and the title of Esquire 
suggests that he was an attorney, although that is uncertain. The 
catalog preface tells us that he was a resident of Albany, New York 
for many years. Regarding Whitman, the Chapmans wrote: “[He]
